The Stoneham building has been greatly improved this 
year by the laying of a new floor. A new heater should be 
provided for this building in the near future. 

Again we extend our thanks to Mr. Wallace C. Wright 
for providing milk for lunches at the Churchill School during 
the present year. 

Owing to the small number of pupils in the district, the 
per pupil cost of the schools in Brookfield is high, although 
by no means the highest in the state. There are thirty-seven 
districts in which this cost 1s higher than in Brookfield. 

There seem to be only two ways in which this cost might 
be reduced. One school would easily accomodate all the pupils 
now in town. The pupils in the Stoneham district could be 
transported to the Churchill School or to Wakefield. Either 
of these actions would result in the establishing of a long 
transportation route and much dis-satisfaction on the part of 
parents whose children were affected. I do not recommend 
that such action be taken at this time. I believe that our own 
institutions should be maintained as long as it is feasible to 
maintain them. 

Medical inspection in the schools has been under the 
charge of Mrs. Agnes T. Weeks, as for several years past. 
Her report will follow.
